THE THOUGHT LIFE 


The inner life has various faculties 
such as will, that facility by which the 
mind makes a choice; affection, the 
the feeling toward and attachment to 

thing or person; motive, the factor 

@: prompts one to action; thought, 
he mind’s conception, idea, fancy, 
consideration and opinion. An un- 
saved person’s mind is wild, roving 
and wicked, but the Christian has 
realized a “transformation of the in- 
tellect by the renewing of the mind,” 
and, therefore, proves “what is that 
good, acceptable, and perfect will of 
God.” His affection is properly man- 
ifested toward the right things and 
persons. His “affection is set on things 
above,” where Christ is seated at the 
right hand of the Father, not on 
things below, for he is dead to the 
old thought life and his life is hid 
with Christ in God. 

The person with the “mind of 
Christ” has a thought life under such 
divine control that he “loves not the 
world, neither the things of the (sin- 

) world.”’ On the other hand, he 

ves God with all his heart, mind, 
soul and strength, and his neighbor 
as himself. The affectionate thought 
life cannot be concealed, neither can 
it be suppressed! Love finds a way to 
manifest itself regardless of adverse 
circumstances. The motive of a Chris- 
tian thought life is pure and 
thinketh no evil. Whether in the 
presence or absence of the person, the 
thoughts of him are genuinely Chris- 
tian. They are for his good, physically, 
spiritually, temporally, and domesti- 
cally. The same is true concerning 
the motive of his thought life toward 
the Church of God, the Bible, and his 
nation. It plans good for all and evil 
for none. 

A God-controlled thought life is the 
most wholesome beneficent, indis- 
pensable person that a home, church, 
or society could be blessed with. His 
ideas result in noble, desirable ideals 

= to the welfare of all con- 
erned. His consideration is broad and 
imparted absolutely devoid of the 
slightest degree of selfishness. He 
“seeketh not his own, is not easily pro- 
voked,” and his opinions and con- 
clusions are unbiased concerning an 
error or an erring person, so saturated 
ith love that, though unquestionably 
@:: he is careful to express them at 
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the right time so as not to unduly hurt 
the person or those who will be af- 
fected by them. 

A divinely inspired and controlled 
thought life keeps itself enriched and 
invigorated by constantly exercising 
itself in the practice of Phil. 4:8: 
“Finally, brethren, whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are hon- 
est, whatsoever things are just, what- 
soever things are pure, whatsoever 
things are lovely, whatsoever things 
are of good report; if there be any 
virtue, and if there be any praise, 
think on these things.” One great 
person said, “Tell me what you think 
today, and I’ll tell you what you will 
do tomorrow.”

MENTION OF GOD ON AMERI- 
CAN COINS INSPIRATION OF 
BROODING MINISTER 


NEW YORK—The Rev. Mr. Wat- 
kinson was troubled in his small par- 
ish at Ridleyville, Pa., he brooded over 
the low ebb of union fortunes after 
Fort Sumter and Bull Run. He de- 
plored the godliness of a nation al- 
ready seven months in civil war. 

One cheerless November day in 1861 
he sat down at the desk in his rec- 
tory and wrote a letter of singular 
eloquence to the secretary of the 
Treasury, Salmon P. Chase. 

“One fact touching our currency 
has hitherto been seriously over- 
looked,” he wrote. “I mean the recog- 
nition of the Almighty God in some 
form on our coins. What if our re- 
public were now shattered beyond 
recognition? Would not the antiquar- 
ies of succeeding centuries rightly 
reason from our past that we were a 
heathen nation?’ 

Proposing a motto on the theme of 
“God, liberty, law,” he concluded: 
“This would relieve us of the ignom- 
iny of heathenism. This would place 
us openly under the divine protection 
we have personally claimed. From my 
heart I have felt our national shame 
in disowning God as not the least of 
our present national disasters.” 

Chase, one of Lincoln’s ablest cab- 
inet members, later became chief jus- 
tice of the United States, and it was 
in his honor that the Chase National

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Rightly Following Instructions...

2 Tim. 2:15, “Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth.” 

God has a perfect way of life that 
will lead you home to glory if you will 
obey God’s Word and listen to the 
prophets of God that have been called, 
and not only have answered the call, 
but have qualified themselves for the 
work of the Master. Verse 16 tells us, 
“Shun profane and vain babblings: for 
they will increase unto more ungodli- 
’ ness.” We must constantly be on the 
alert for those that inject into their 
lives things that are contrary to the 
Word of God. We cannot trust our feel- 
ings, as Satan has a strange power that 
is very similar to the power of God, and 
the only way you can be sure is to prove 
everything by the Word of God, for 
the Spirit and the Word agree because 
each has His part in the Trinity. 


Many will come short of the glory 
of God simply because they are too 
lazy to dig down into God’s Word and 
the other things that are antecedent 
to becoming a workman who is able 
to accomplish God’s work. Have you 
ever heard a preacher make such a 
vast amount of mistakes that it is 
apparent to all that he was exceed- 
ingly illiterate? Now I know of some 
who brag of being uneducated, but 
I fail to see where that is anything 
of which to> be proud. You may ask, 
“Preacher, you think that all that one 
needs is an education to preach?” 
No, but a man who is called of God 
will be so desirous of better serving 
the Master that he will devote his 
mind to improving his ministry and 
will also be a gentleman. There is 
nothing so repulsive as a man who 
has bad manners and doesn’t know 
how to conduct himself among the 
people of the world. 

“And account that the longsuffering 
of our Lord is salvation; even as our 
beloved brother Paul also according to 
the wisdom given unto him hath writ- 
ten unto you; As also in all his epis- 
tles, speaking in them of these things; 
in which are some things hard to be 
understood, which they that are un- 
learned and unstable wrest, as they 
do also the other Scriptures, unto 
their own destruction.” Many well- 
meaning people who have honest 
hearts will lose their souls because of 
their stupidity in failing to listen to 
those who have had more advantages 
than they have had. I know some of 
our own people who will not use our 
literature, because they say they will 
not accept anything compiled by man. 
It is sad that people will take such 
an attitude, but they will wrest the 
Word of God to their own de- 
struction. I hope every reader of this 
article, if he has ever entertained such 
a foolish idea, will repent of his lack 
of faith in our consecrated leaders. 
Many people never take into con- 
sideration the fact that our Holy Bible 
was written by educated men and was 
translated by men who had education, 
as they had to translate the Word 
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from the original Hebrew and Greek. 
Sure, that takes some learning and we 
must admit that if God depended on 
some of us lazy fellows, we would 
still be as the Ethiopian eunuch who 
confessed that he was at a loss to un- 
derstand the Word. 

There are sO many ways that a 
minister or layman can constantly 
be on the alert to improve himself; 
learn a new word a day and you 
will be surprised to find that your 
vocabulary has increased at an amaz- 
ing rate. Another thing, don’t just 
pass a word by in the Bible that you 
don’t understand. You may put the 
word in the wrong place and change 
the entire meaning of the word and 
destroy the very thing that you de- 
sired to impart to another person. 
Words are the medium of conveying 
our thoughts to others. On paper the 
shape of the letters and their proper 
place in the sentence impart the 
knowledge to the reader, while the 
sound of the word executes the same 
thing in the spoken word. A man went 
to an old country doctor, who gave 
him some medicine and told him to 
take a tablespoonful, then skip an 
hour and then take another. The 
doctor came by the next day and 
said, “Well, how is everything? Having 
any trouble taking your medicine?” 
The reply was, “No trouble taking the 
medicine, Doc, but that skipping an 
hour has about got me down.” 

I have had many to tell me the 
Lord has called them to preach—“He 
has said in His Word that if I open 
my mouth He will fill it.” The Spirit 
will certainly fill your mouth if you 
have anything to put there. You are 
the one to keep the storehouse full 
so that the Spirit can use it. If you 
have an automatic stoker to fill your 
furnace, you don’t have to worry about 
keeping your furnace full as long as 
your bin is full, but let the bin get 
empty and your fire will surely go out. 
Two colored men were noted for their 
laziness. One day they asked a white 
man to donate them a few coins. He 
told them to go out to his big groves 
and they could enjoy life eating 
oranges. A few hours later he went 
to his groves, and there were the 
colored men reclining under beautiful 
orange trees filled with luscious fruit. 
“Well, boys,” the owner said, “isn’t 
this beautiful fruit?” “Yas, suh, shore 
is,” was the reply. “It tastes as good 
as it looks, doesn’t it, boys?” “I don’t 
know, boss man,” was the reply. 
“What? You mean you haven’t eaten 
any? And why not? I gave you per- 
mission.” “Yas, suh, but de trouble is 
there ain’t been nobody here to pick 
them for us.” 

It is no disgrace to be illiterate, but 
with all the advantages we have today, 
it is nothing short of laziness for a 
person to remain uneducated. Many of 
our great men have come from very 
poor families; they didn’t get to go 
to school very much, but educated 
themselves the hard way. If a person 
will realize all the advantages we have 


today—public libraries, adult night 
schools, radio, television, great preach- 
ers, orators, statesmen—and if he ap- 
plies himself to learning, he can cer- 
tainly make constant improvement. 
There are many things to learn from 
everything and everyone. In Rom. 1:14, 
Paul says, “I am debtor both to 
the Greeks, and to the Barbarians; 
both to the wise, and to the unwise.” 
You don’t have to accept everything 
anyone may tell or preach, just use 
the parts that are good. You purchas 
a chicken or fish; you don’t eat t 

bones, but cast them away, utilizin 
only the edible part. We need to listen 
to the advice of King Solomon, who 
said, Prov. 6:6, “Go to the ant, thou 
sluggard; consider her ways, and be 
wise.” The ants don’t have anyone to 
drive them on, but they know that 
they will need something stored up for 
the hour that is to come. James tells 
us not to be just “hearers of the Word 
only and not doers, for the hearers are 
not justified, but the ones that do the 
will of God, which is to obey his 
Word.” 

A man, to become a leading physi- 
cian, must study to become efficient 
and be willing to sacrifice, to ever 
learn the intricate parts of the human 
body and how to combat the different 
diseases that torment the human body. 


‘A nurse must go through rigorous 


training to become a nurse. These 
professions are not filled with indolent 
humans, but those that are filled 
with zeal to attain the acme of suc- 
cess. All lawyers and other profession- 


al men must study diligently to c 


amount to anything; even in t 

skilled trades men must serve thei 
apprenticeship to become journeymen. 
And some of the men who claim to 
be called of God go forth without any 
detailed study. A doctor can certainly 
be of great help; he alleviates suffer- 
ing, fixes bones in a position that they 
may be healed by the power of God, 
removes the troublesome appendix, etc. 
The lawyer ma ee you free from 
some legal technicality that could 
cause you trouble; the dentist may 
give you ease by extracting a trouble- 
some molar or bicuspid. But this is all

Text: Heb. 1:14, “Are they not all 
ministering spirits (angels), sent forth 
to minister for them who shail be 
heirs of salvation?” 


I have felt for some time the lead- 
ing of the Lord to write on this great 
subject, just another little pebble on 
the beach compared to what could be 
said on this wonderful subject. 

“Angel” in the Greek means “mes- 
senger”; spirit-being in the _ spirit 
world—the heavenly angels. Seraphim 
have six wings (Isa. 6:1-8) ; Cherubim 
have only four wings, but have four 
faces (Ezek. 1:5-28). Living creatures 
have six wings, but only one head 
(Rev. 4:6-9). Archangels—Michael, 
Jude 9; Dan. 14:13. Gabriel, Luke 1:19; 
Dan. 9:21. The common angels—Matt. 
24:31, “he shall send his angels.” The 
Hebrew word “Bara” means “to 
create.” 

The Creation of the Spirit World 

Job 38:7, “When the morning stars 
sang together, and all the sons of 
God shouted for joy.” Col. 1:16, “For 
by him were all things created, that 
are in heaven.” Psa. 148:2, “Praise ye 
him, all his angels: praise ye him, all 
his hosts.” Gen. 1:1, “In the beginning 
God created the heaven and the 
earth.” Ezek. 28:13, 14, “...thou wast 
created. Thou art the anointed 
cherub...” Psa. 34:7, “The angel of 
the Lord encampeth round about 
them that fear him, and delivereth 
them.” Psa. 68:17, “The chariots of 
God are twenty thousand, even thou- 
sands of angels...” Luke 12:8, “.. .be- 
fore the angels of God.” Matt. 18:10, 
“That in heaven their angels do al- 
ways behold the face of my Father.” 
Luke 15:10, “There is joy in the pres- 


ence of the angels of God over one: 


sinner that repenteth.” 1 Cor. 15:40, 
Paul mentions celestial bodies (heav- 
enly). Angels are organized into 
principalities, powers, dominion, with 
thrones, Col. 1:16; 2:15; Rom. 8:38. 

God has angels. Psa. 9:11, “For he 
(God) shall give his angels charge 
over thee, to keep thee in all thy 
ways.” Psa. 103:20, 21, “Bless the Lord, 
ye his angels, that excel in strength, 
that do his commandments, all ye 
his hosts; ye ministers of his, that 
do his pleasure.” Gen. 3:24, “So he 
drove out the man; and he placed at 
the east of the garden of Eden 
Cherubims, and a flaming sword.” 
Gen. 16:7, 9, Hagar fleeth from Sarai. 
“And the angel of the Lord found her 
by a fountain of water in the wilder- 
ness... And the angel of the Lord 
said unto her, Return to thy mistress, 
and submit thyself under her hands. 
And the angel of the Lord said unto 
her, I will multiply thy seed exceed- 
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ingly...And the angel of the Lord 
said unto her, Behold, thou art with 
child, and shalt bear a son, and shalt 
call his name Ishmael.” Gen 21:17, 
Ishmael was born, also Isaac, and 
they mocked each other. Sarah made 
Abraham cast the bondswoman 
(Hagar) out with the child. Hagar 
cast the child under one of the shrubs 
and lifted up her voice and wept, 
and God heard the voice of the lad.

And 
God opened her eyes and she saw a 
well of water. Gen. 18:2, And the Lord 
(angel) appeared unto Abraham, and 
he lifted up his eyes and looked, and 
lo, three men (angels) stood by him, 
and they said unto him, “Lo, Sarah 
thy wife shall have a son—Isaac.” 
Abraham offered his son on the altar 
as God had commanded (Heb. 11:17). 
Gen. 22:11, “And the angel of the 
Lord called unto him out of heaven, 
and said, Abraham, Abraham.” And 
Abraham offered the ram instead of 
killing his son. 

Gen. 19:1, 12, 15, 16, “And there 
carge two angels to Sodom at even; 
And the men said unto Lot, Hast thou 
here any besides? son in law, and thy 
sons, and thy daughters...And when 
the morning arose, then the angels 
hastened Lot, saying, Arise, take thy 
wife, and thy two daughters, which 
are here; lest thou be consumed in 
the iniquity of the city. And while he 
lingered, the men laid hold upon his 
hand, and upon the hand of his wife, 
and upon the hand of his two daught- 
ers;...And set him without the city.” 

Gen. 28:12, “He (Jacob) dreamed, 
and behold a ladder set up on the 
earth, and the top of it reached to 
heaven: and behold the angels of 
God ascending and descending on it.” 
Jacob had worked twenty years for 
his wives and cattle and Laban 
changed his wages ten times, but in 
Gen. 31:11, we find that the angel of 
God spake unto him in a dream and 
told him what to do. 

Gen. 32:1, 24, 28, “And Jacob went 
on his way, and the angels of God 
met him. And Jacob was left alone; 
and there wrestled a man (angel) 
with him until the breaking of the 
day. And he said, Thy name shall be 
called no more Jacob, but Israel.” 
Exod. 3:2, “And the angel of the Lord 
appeared unto him in a flame of fire 
out of the midst of a bush: and he 
looked, and, behold, the bush burned 
with fire, and the bush was not con- 
sumed.” God called Moses to deliver 
the children of Israel. In Exod. 12:1- 
30 we read where the death angel 
passed over Egypt and killed the first- 


born. Exod. 14:19, “And the angel of 
God, which went before the camp of 
Israel, removed and went behind 
them; and the pillar of the cloud went 
from before their face, and stood be- 
hind them.” Exod. 23:20, “Behold, I 
send an angel before thee, to keep 
thee in the way, and to bring thee 
into the place which I have prepared.” 
Exod. 32:34, “Therefore now go, lead 
the people unto the place of which 
I have spoken unto thee: behold, mine 
angel shall go before thee; neverthe- 
less, in the day when I visit, I will 
visit their sin upon them.” Excd. 33:2, 
“And I will send an angel before thee: 
and I will drive out the Canaanite...” 
Judges 2:4, “And it came to pass, when 


~the angel of the Lord spake these 


words unto all the children of Israel, 
that the people lifted up their voice, 
and wept.” Num. 20:16, “And when 
we cried unto the Lord, he heard our 
voice, and sent an angel, and hath 
brought us forth out of Egypt.” Num. 
22:22, 24, 26, “And God’s anger was 
kindled because he went: and the 
angel of the Lord stood in the way for 
an adversary against him... And the 
ass saw the angel of the Lord stand- 
ing in the way, and his sword drawn 
in his hand... But the angel of the 
Lord stood in the path of the vine- 
yards, a wall being on this side, and 
a wall on that side. And the ange! 
of the Lord went further, and stood 
in a narrow place.” And the mule 
talked to Balaam; then .-the Lord 
cpened the eyes of Balaam and he 
saw the angel of the Lord standing in 
the way. 

Josh. 5:13, 15, “And it came to pass, 
when Joshua was by Jericho, that he 
lifted up his eyes and looked, and. 
behold, there stood a man over 
against him... And the captain of the 
Lord’s host said unto Joshua, Loose 
thy shoe from off thy foot: for the 
place whereon thou standest is holy.” 
And Joshua marched around the walls 
and they fell. 

Judges 13:3-20, “And the angel of 
the Lord appeared unto the woman 
(Manoah’s wife), and said unto her, 
Behold now, thou art barren, and 
bearest not: but thou shalt conceive, 
and bear.a son.” The woman told her 
husband about the angel’s message, 
and the angel came again unto the 
woman. And the angel of the Lord 
said unto Manoah, “Of all that I 
said unto the woman let her beware.” 
And Manoah said unto the angel of 
the Lord, “I pray thee, let us detain 
thee, until we shall have made ready 
a kid for thee.” And the angel of the 
Lord said: unto Manoah, “Though 
thou detain me, I will not eat of thy 
bread.” “...and the angel did won- 
derously ... For it came to pass, when 
the flame went up toward heaven 
from off the altar, that the angel of 
the Lord ascended in the flame of 
the altar.” Samson was born and he 
delivered the Israelites out of the 
hands of the Philistines. 

1 Kings 19:5. Elijah, with sixty- 
three words, called fire out of heaven 
and had 850 prophets of Baal killed. 
Then he prayed for it to rain and it

MENTAL HOSPITALS THROUGH- 
OUT U.S. FOUND INADEQUATE 


CHICAGO—The Council of State 
Governments, reporting on a nation- 
wide survey of all state mental 
hospitals, said it found them over- 
crowded and understaffed. 

The council said 74 per cent of the 
institutions it studied reported some 
congestion, and 40 per cent reported 
overcrowding in excess of 20 per cent 
of their rated patient capacity. 

“The greatest lack in state hospitals 
for the mentally ill appears to be ade- 
quate buildings to house patients 
without overcrowding them,” the 
council reported. 

It also found that few state hos- 


pitals for the mentally ill have 
enough qualified doctors, nurses and 
attendants. 


* 


The main reason for this, the coun- 
cil said, is the shortage of trained 
personnel. Another factor, it said, is 
low pay offered by many state insti- 
tutions. 

The council said the average annual 
salary for occupational therapists in 
state hospitals is $2,367. Psychiatric 
social workers average $2,519, atten- 
dants get $1,721, nurses earn $2,396 
and psychiatrists get $5,138. 

The council found that the prob- 
lems of state mental hospitals are ac- 
centuated by the fact that in the 45- 
year period from 1903 to 1948, the pro- 
portion of the general population in 
mental hospitals more than doubled. 

At the end of 1948, the council said, 
there were 556,625 resident patients 
in mental hospitals throughout the 
nation, and of the total 84 per cent 
were patients in state institutions. 

The council said state hospital sys- 
tems are one of the major items of 
expense for state governments. Ex- 
penditures reported by 43 states for 
state hospitals in 1949 totaled more 
than $380,000,000—nearly triple the 
expenditure for state hospital pro- 
grams in 1939. 

On the basis of patient costs, Wis- 
consin ranked first in annual expen- 
ditures for mental health activities 
last year, with a per patient outlay of 
$1,089. Other states ranked in this 
order: 

New York, $960; Michigan $917; 
Connecticut, $901; California, $830; 
New Hampshire, $821: Massachusetts, 
$789; New Jersey $779; Illinois, $768, 
and Colorado, $767.

Malachi 3:17a, “And they shall be 
mine, saith the Lord of hosts, in that 
day when I make up my jewels.” 

The treasure chest of heaven of- 
fered by the Eternal Father to His 
jewels on earth was the Gift of His 
only begotten Son. Incarnated with- 
in God’s Gift is the very heart and 
nature of God. The Word says, “God is 
Light, and in him is no darkness.” 
Therefore, this innateness of the 
brightness and glory of heaven gives 
Christ the power to say, “I am 
come a light into the world, that 
whosoever believeth on me should not 
abide in darkness.” Further on, in His 
discourse following the feast of tab- 
ernacles, He says, “I am the Light of 
the world, he that followeth me shall 
not walk in darkness, but shall have 
the light of life.” 

The words of the prophet Isaiah, 
“Come ye, and let us walk in the light 
of the Lord,’ are an invitation to 
those who are surrounded by darkness. 
Evil has spread like a thick drapery 
of shadows over the entire world. Men 
need not the light of natural men, for 
it is too dim to light the way. Only the 
glorious light from the treasure chest 
of heaven, “the true light that light- 
eth every man that cometh into the 
world,” can lead us out of the dark- 
ness in which we are wandering. 

In the paths which are illuminated 
by the Lord we can walk with sure 
footing, having the assurance that 
the light of the Lord can overcome 
the shadows of distress, poverty or 
misfortune along our way. 

The Holy Writ infers that Job in 
his affliction longed for the past days 
when God preserved him—when God’s 
candle had shone upon him, and when 
by its light he had walked through 
darkness. Going beyond this, the 
psalmist says, “For thou wilt light my 
candle, the Lord my God will enlight- 
en my darkness.” Not only did David 
want the light of the Lord to shine 
upon him, but he also wanted his own 
life to become a lighted candle. He

realized that he himself was responsi- 
ble for dispensing light. 

Oh, that we as followers of the Lord 
would realize the individual responsi- 
bility of becoming lighted candles to 
send out the radiance and warmth of 
the gospel light. 

Once a man purchased an unusual 
jewel case which the merchant said 
would shine brilliantly in the dark. 
As the sun was fading behind the 
western hills, he returned home with 
the gift for his wife. With great an- 
ticipation he placed the jewel case on 
the table and turned out the lights. 
To his disappointment the box did 
not glow. The next evening when he 
returned from work, his wife placed 
the box on the table just as he had 
done. To their delight the box glowed 
with satisfying brightness. His wife 
explained, “You didn’t follow the in- 
structions found in the little book, 
‘Put me in the sun by day, and I will 
shine for you by night.’” The box 
could radiate no light which it had 
not tirst absorbed. Nor may we be as 
apples of gold in pictures of silver in 
God’s great treasure chest without 
having first come in contact with the 
“Sun of Righteousness.” 

A lighthouse with no light is a 
menace in the darkness. No beauty 
of location, no symmetry of structure 
can compensate for its failure to send 
forth light. It guides no distressed 
mariner; it warns no man of perils. 
It defeats the purpose for which it was 
built. Christ told His followers in His 
Sermon on the Mount, “Ye are the 
light of the world,” and gave them the 
solemn commission, “Let your light so 
shine before men, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify your Fa- 
ther which is in heaven.” 

If the followers of Christ and the 
recipients of His light carry out this 
commission, they become God’s “pe- 
culiar treasure,” and as sparkling 
jewels are placed in the treasure chest 
of heaven, the bosom of THE SON OF 
GOD. On the other hand, if this com- 
mission is considered lightly and 
Christ’s followers fail to focus their 


light across sin-darkened pathways, 
they fall infinitely short of their reas- 
onable duty, both to God and to their 
fellow man. 





WEIGHED IN THE BALANCES

In Dan. 5:27, we read of a rich wick- 
ed man by the name of Belshazzar, 
whose domination extended over Bab- 
lyon, a nation that had forgotten 
God. In an hour of unexpectancy, 
while Belshazzar was at revelry, a 
handwriting on the wall revealed that 
his kingdom was weighed in the bal- 
ances and found wanting. 

In these closing days before the 
coming of Christ, we often wonder if 
America is about to be weighed in the 
balances as was Belshazzar. The Ke- 
fauver Crime Committee revealed that 
shocking conditions exist in our na- 
tion. There are reasons for this. In 
the first place, the home has failed 
to live and teach Christ in His ful- 
ness. The home, as we know, is a 
citadel of strength from which a na- 
tion’s life blood flows. It should be the 
seat of morality and the sanctuary 
of righteousness through Christ. In 
the home, germs of unrighteousness 
that contaminate a nation are sown, 
or seeds of righteousness sprout, 
which, in turn, exalt a nation. Be- 
cause Susanna Wesley kept a Chris- 
tian home, John and Charles Wesley 
became spiritual heroes of England 
and saved that nation from a bloody 
revolution in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. It is said that the great battle 
of the Argonne Forest was won thirty 
years before it was fought, because 
men who fought it came from homes 
that respected God. The home must 
rise in spiritual strength in our coun- 
try or we shall share the fate of na- 
tions gone down centuries ago. 


In the second place, the pulpit 
should lay down the social gospel and 
take up tormenting fires, as did Jona- 
than Edwards, whose 
brought a landslide of spiritual bless- 
ings to New England. In the third 
place the politicians of our great coun- 
try should realize that righteousness 
exalteth a nation, that public office is 
a public trust, and that disloyalty in 
this office is a crime. It appears that 
one of the great problems confronting 
our country is the breakdown of mor- 
ality in local, state, and national gov- 
ernment, as wasin the day when Amos 
so terribly denounced Israel before 
she went down. Christ must be taken 
into parinership with public trust, or 
calamity is sure to come home. Let 
us profit by the lessons to be gained 
in the study of glorious Greece, which 
went down because God was forsaken. 
Rome, in all her glory, is only a mem- 
ory now, because she failed to recog- 
nize the power from on high. The 
great Persian Empire, which was once 
a beacon light in civilization, can best 
be studied now by digging out her 
ruins.

Bank of New York was named in 1877. 

The secretary, deep in problems of 
financing the war, read this letter 
from the Rev. Mr. Watkinson and 
promptly recognized the merit of his 
plea. Within a week he had sent a 
note to the director of the mint in 
Philadelphia, James Pollock: 

“No nation can be strong except in 
the strength of God,” he wrote, echo- 
ing the sentiments of the clergy- 
man, “or safe except in His defense. 
The trust of our people in God should 
be declared on our national coins. 

“You will therefore cause a device 
to be prepared without unnecessary 
delay with a motto expressing in the 
fewest and tersest words possible this 
national recognition.” 

The director of the mint acted 
quickly on the secretary’s order. Be- 


fore the year was out a bronze pattern 
for a $10 gold piece with the motto 
“God, our trust” had been submitted. 
Shortly thereafter “Our country, our 
God” was suggested, but it was not 
until 1864 that “In God we trust” first 
appeared on a United States coin, a 
2-cent piece. Chase himself had pro- 
posed this inscription. 

Today this motto has the ring of 
timelessness, as if it had been given’on 
tablets of stone to the founding fa- 
thers of a republic conceived in a deep 
religious spirit. Yet until 1864 our 
country’s coins bore only practical and 
mundane slogans, such as the terse 
injunction “Mind your business” on 
the fugio cent, issued in 1787 as the 
first coin of the United States. 

Most U.S. coins in circulation today 
bear the inscription “In God we 
trust.” Silver dollars, half-dollars and 
quarters were minted with the motto 
in 1886 and have carried it since. It 
first appeared on the penny in 1909, 
but not on the dime until 1916. The 
5-cent piece carried the motto from 
1866 to 1883, and after a long lapse 
resumed it in 1938.
